The Convention met according to adjourn­ 
ment, on Tuesday evening, at the Old Com ­ 
mon Council Room. The President beinera b- 
sent, 
W 
i l l i a m R . S t a c y , was chosen C h a ir­ 
man pro lein. 
After reading 
the proceed­ 
ings of the last meeting, the Committee which 
had been appointed to receive and examine 
the credentials of the Delegates, reported the 
names of W illiam R. Stacy, from the Cabinet 
Makers, and W illiam T . Spear and T . Sm ith, 
from the Boot and Shoe Maker#, as legally 
entitled to seats in the Convention. 
The 
Committee appointed at the last meeting to 
prepare a Constitution, for the government of 
the Trades’ Union of this city, reported the 
following (w ith the exception of one clause in 
the I2lb A rticle) as the result of their deliber­ 
ations :— 


C O N ST IT U T IO N OF T H E T R A D E S * U N IO N OF 


BOSTON AN D V IC IN IT Y . 
Preamble.— W hereas it is not only the right 
but the duty of every portion of the cormnu 
nity, by all just and honorable means, to pro­ 
mote their own welfare and happiness. 
And 
whereas it is a lamentable truth that the pro­ 
ducing class of society have hitherto disre­ 
garded their own best interests, by permitting 
the non-producing class to exerci'se a control­ 
ling power and influence, injurious to the 
happiness of the people. 
Therefore, we, the mechanics and other 
productive laborers of Boston and vicin ity, to 
obviate these evils and to promote our ow n 
welfare, have agreed to associate together u n ­ 
d er the name of the T r a d e s ’ U n io n of B o s­ 


t o n and V i c i n i t y , and to be governed by the 
following Constitution :— 


Art. 1. 
This Association shall be called, 
The 
General 
Trades Union of the C ity of 
Boston, and V icin ity. 
Art. 2. 
The business of the Union shall be 
conducted by a Convention to consist of three 
delegates from each 
trade 
or 
art : to 
be 
elected by, and belong to, the body thpy rep­ 
resent. 
T he delegates shall hold office for 
one year. 
Art. 3. The officers of the convention shall 
consist of a President, two Vice Presidents, 
recording and corresponding Secretaries, a 
Treasurer, and a Finance Committee of seven 
to be e le c t e d hy ballot. 
A rt. 4. 
T h e U re s id e iit s n a il 
p resiu e u i a n 
m e e tin g s of the C on v e n tion , and p re s e rv e or­ 
der th e re in , sh a ll p u t a ll q u e stion s and a n ­ 
n ou n c e the d e c ision , and in case of an eq u ali 
t y of vote s, sh a ll g iv e th e c a s tin g v oic e .— 
l i e sh all d ire c t the labors of the corre s p on d ­ 
in g S e c r e ta r y , and c a ll at th e re q u e st of ten or 
m ore m e m b e rs, a ll sp e cia l 
m e e tin g s of the 
C on v e n tion , and do a ll oth e r th in g s w h ic h 
m a y of rig h t a p p e rta in to his office.

Art. 5. 
The Vice Presidents shall officiate 
in the absence of the President according to 
priority of election. 
Art. G. 
It shall be the duty of the recording 
Secretary, to keep correct 
minutes of all 
meetings of the Convention, anti to read the 
same at each successive meeting. 
He shall 
sign the notice for all meetings of the C on ­ 
vention. 
Art. 7. 
The corresponding Secretary, shall 
by the direction of the Convention or the 
President, conduct all the correspondence of 
the Union, nml keep a correct copy of the 
same. 
He shall also assist the recording Se c­ 
retary at meetings of the Convention. 
A it. 8. 
The Treasurer shall 
receive 
all 
monies, from the 
Finance Committee, and 
pay all drafts approved and passed by them. 
H e shall keep a correct account of all expen­ 
ditures, and of the funds on hand ; and when 
they amount to one hundred dollars, he shall 
report to said committee, and hold the same 
subject to their order. 
He 
shall report at 
every regular meeting of the Convention. 
Art. 9. 
The 
Finance 
Committee shall 
meet monthly, and shall receive the dues of 
members from the delegates and pay the same 
over to the Treasurer, taking his receipt there­ 
for. 
W hen the fund# amount to one hundred 
dollars, they shall deposite the same according 
to the direction 
of tSie Convention. 
The 
Committee shall give an order on the T re a­ 
surer for all the necessary expenses of the 
Convention. 
T he Committee shall also re­ 
ceive all bonds on documents, and all other 
property committed to their care. 
T he com­ 
mittee shall keep true minutes of their pro­ 
ceedings, and submit the same to the Conven­ 
tion at each regular meeting. 
N o two members of the Finance Committee 
shall be chosen front the same delegation. 
It shall be the duty of the two senior mem­ 
bers of the Finance Committee to audit all ac­ 
counts, and the two junior members shall 
constitute a Visiting Committee to visit dis­ 
tressed members, and report to the President, 
who shall, in conjunction with the Visiting 
Committee, order relief according to the na­ 
ture of the case, not exceeding twenty dollars. 
In such case the President arid Visiting Com ­ 
mittee shall sign the order on the Treasurer 
for the amount drawn. 
Art. 10, 
Each delegation shall make out, 
from time to time, as occasion may require, a 
correct list of names o! all tile members of the 
Union, in their respective trades or arts, and 
report the same to the Convention. 
T h e y 
shall also receive the monthly dues from their 
body, and deliver the same to the Finance 
Committee at their monthly meetings, taking 
their receipt therefor. 
Art. 11. 
Tue funds shall consist of volun­ 
tary donations and assessments. 
The mem­ 
bers of eacli body belonging to the Union, 
shall, through their delegates, pay the sum of 
ten cents monthly, into the funds of the C on­ 
vention. 
Art. 12. 
The funds of the Convention shall 
be appropriated to defray all expenses, to 
maintain the present scale of prices to all 
members 
who are fairly 
remunerated ; to 
raise up all such as are oppressed, to alle­ 
viate the distresses of all such as are suf­ 
fering for want of em ploym ent; to advance 
th« intellectual improvement of manual labor­ 
ers, and to sustain the honor and interest of 
the Union. 


A rt. 13. 
Each tradp or art may represent ' 
their grievances through their delegates to ; 
the Convention, which shall take cognizance j 
of the same, and decide thereon. 
Art. 11. 
No trade or art shall strike for 
higher wages than they at present receive, 
without the saqction of the Convention. 
Art. 15. 
The Convention shall have power 
to call a meeting of all the members of the 
Union, whenever they shall deem it expe­ 
dient. 
A rt. 1G. 
The regular meetings of the Con­ 
vention shall be holden quarterly. 
A rt. 17. 
T he members of any trade or art 
may join the Union at any time, by organ 
¡zing themselvps and sending delegates, and 
conforming to the rules and regulations agreed 
to by the Convention. 
A rt. 18. 
A n y number of practical mechan­ 
ics, or practical farmers, may unite together, 
where there are but few of each profession, 
and send delegates to the Convention as other 
bodies. 
A rt. 19. 
Associations of females engaged 
in any manufacture, m ay appoint male dele­ 
gates to this Convention, u ho may be present 
at the meetings, and allowed to take such part 
in its proceedings as the Convention shall 
consider proper ; and it shall be the duty of 
the Convention to encourage and assist such 
females, in any attempt to organize, and in 
sustaining their rights. 
Art. 20. 
T his Constitution may be altered 
or amended by a vote of two thirds of the 
members present ; such amendments or alter 
ations shall be proposed at any regular meet­ 
ing, and acted on at the next. 
The 11th ar­ 
ticle may be altered in case of ft strike at any 
regular or special meeting, two thirds of the 
members present voting in the affirmative. 
On motion, it was 
Voted, That the several articles be read by 
the Chairm an, and acted upon separately by 
the Convention. 
M r Morgan moved to insert the following 
amendment to article 3d. 
“ No delegate shall be entitled to a seat in 
the convention unless he "shall have fulfilled 
his engagements with hÎ3 employer while an 
apprentice.” 
The amendment 
was supported 
by 
M r 
Morgan, and opposed by Messrs Douglass 
and Luther, and was lost by a large majority. 
M r Harris moved the following amendment 
to article 12th, viz— “ To advance the intel­ 
lectual iniprovenffint of manual laborers.” 
The motion was sustained by Messrs Harris, 
Douglas and Lu th er, and unanimously adopt 
ed. 
The Constitution was then adopted unanim­ 
ously, as the rule of government for 
the 
Trades’ Union of this city. 
M r Luther offered the following Resolu­ 
tions, which were unanimously ad«ipted :— 
Resolved, T hat the several bodies of M e­ 
chanics represented in this Convention, be 
ize themselves under the Constitution adopted 
bv the Convention, and that they be request­ 
ed to elect three delegates to attend a conven­ 
tion to beholden on the 9tli day of A pril next, 
to choose officers, and to transact such other 
business as may legally come before them, anti 
that an in vital ion be extended to all other 
trades not represented. 
Resolved, T hat the several bodies of M e­ 
chanics so organized, be requested to send by 
their delegates, a list of the names of those 
composing their society who have signed the 
Constitution. 
M r Andrew W rig h t, a delegate from the 
Printers, having very generously offered to 
print, without compensation, a thousand cop­ 
ies of the Constitution of the Trades Union, 
it was thereupon 
Resolved, T h a t the thanks of this C onven­ 
tion be presented to M r W rig h t, for his kind 
and liberal offer. 
On motion of M r Douglass, it was 
Voted, That the proceedings of this meet- j 
ing be signed by the Chairman and Secretaries, 
and published in all papers which w ill give 
them a gratuitous insertion. 
Voted That the Convention now adjourn, 
sine die*
